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Russians Offshore 


We'll Give the Spy Ship a Hot Welcome if It Gets Too Close to Shore

top story in Newsday last week 

Was about this Russian spy ship which 
is lurking in the Atlantic Ocean just south of 
Montauk. It is called the SSV-175 Viktor Leonov 
and it was first reported by Fox News who 
received this information from the Pentagon. 
The ship had been lurking 30 miles south of 
Groton, Connecticut, which is home to the 
largest nuclear submarine base on the East 
Coast. Its last port of call was Havana. But that 
was two weeks ago. 

The ship is in international waters as long 
as it remains 12 nautical miles from shore, 
so it is legal to be there. But it coincides with 
the Russians’ recent secret deployment of a 
cruise missile, which is in violation of the 
nuclear arms treaty America signed with the 


old Soviet Union in 1987. It is also just a week | 


after four Russian military airplanes buzzed 
an American destroyer in legal waters on the 
Black Sea. 
_ Thirty miles offshore is just about as far as a 
person standing on a dune on the ocean beach 
can see on the southern horizon. If the day is 
clear, it could be possible to see the guided 
missile tubes, conning towers and the giant 
white sphere that houses all the electronic 
internet equipment that could force its way into 


the websites of the various military and civilian 
facilities around here. 

It should be pointed out that the 15 giant, 
600-foot steel turbine windmills that are 
expected to be built in the ocean in the next 
few years to provide electricity to the East End 
of Long Island would be 35 miles off Montauk, 
and if they’d been built already, which they 
have not been, they would, at this time, be in 
a position to cut this Russian ship in two if it 
dawdled too close. 

Regardless of the incoherent federal 
relationship with-Russia, patting it on the back 
with one hand while keeping economic sanctions 
in place with the other, there is little doubt that 
the East End could offer a stiff defense against 
this ship and its Russian masters should she try 
to venture in. 

Along with the fine men and women of the 
U.S. Coast Guard stationed in Montauk, who 
protect our shores every day, there are some 
alternative defenses. 

Surfers off Montauk could be in a position 
to spot the ship as it arrives and, in secret 
hand-signal code, sound the alarm. The newly 
invented potato bazooka, that all farmers 
keep in their barns here in case of such an 
aggression, can be deployed on the shoulders 
of young men ready to fire spuds at the 
intruder. It also might be possible to unleash 


attacks by wood ticks, shore birds, dogs and 
other pets. 

The former military base at Montauk’s Camp 
Hero still has the concrete hoods and caves that 
once housed giant shore guns during the Second 
World War that could hurl shells 24 miles out to 
sea. The former World War I torpedo testing 
station could be revived at Sag Harbor, and 
its counterpart in Fort Pond Bay during World 
War II could be revived. Secret messages could 
also be posted at the Shagwong Restaurant in 
Montauk or out at the eastern most facility of 
Gurney’s Inn, which the Russians surely think is 
still called the Panoramic. 

And spies, or at least gossip columnists, who 
abound in the Hamptons, are ready to report on 
the doings of any Russian interlopers. 

Finally, as an emergency final defense after 
a successful Russian landing at the beach: 
All the old English wooden windmills in the 
Hamptons—there are 11 of them—could be 
started up and pointed south to blow the 
invaders back out to sea. 

And, of course, there is the old retired Virginia 
class Navy submarine that is now owned 
by the Hamptons Police Department that could 


give chase. 
Don’t mess with Montauk and the Hamptons, 
Vladimir. We’re making the East End

DREAM ON....

or years, scientists have tried to learn about 

why we sleep. For starters we know that 
certain kinds of thinking light up particular 
parts of the brain. So we can agree that deep 
thought and figuring out puzzles resides over 
here and anger and the more primitive emotions 
light up stuff over there. 

The light and dark in many ways deininds 
people of thunderstorms and lightning. It’s 
also seen that there is less of this activity when 
people begin falling asleep and even less when 


they drift into the deep sleep called REM sleep 


(Rapid Eye Movement sleep). 

Further study has caused us to consider the 
parts lighting up as synapses. These are electric 
currents that link up neurons and allow our 
brains to learn lessons in life. At night, some 
of these synapses reduce in size or go away, 


but others remain. During the next day, new 


synapses are added. 

The New York Times recently reported 
on two studies, one in the journal Science 
and the other at John Hopkins University, 
that have gone where no man has ever 
gone before. 

The first study was published by two 
biologists at the University of Wisconsin- 
Madison, Giulio Tononi and Chiara Cirelli. In

earlier work, they had seen how the brain 
circuits seem to get “noisy” during the day and 
“quieter” during the night. In a follow-up, they 
found evidence for it. Studying the brains of 
mice, they learned the synapses were 18% more 
active in the day than at night when the mice 
were asleep. 

The second study, by Graham H. Diering at 
Johns Hopkins, took it even further. He and his 
colleagues looked into the brains of mice and 
analyzed the chemicals that seemed to cause 
the brains to cut down on synaptic activity 
and “clean themselves up” at night. They found 
one protein that might be especially important, 
called Homer1A. 

Diering and his team then performed a test. 
Mice were introduced to a room and allowed 
to run around in it. Under the center of the 
floor was a circuit that applied a small electric 
shock there. When the mice stepped on it, 
they jumped with surprise. That night, some 
of the mice got an injection that stopped their 
synapses from cleaning themselves up when 
they slept. 

The next day, all the mice, those who got 
the injections and those who didn’t, were put 
in a new room. It did not have any electric 
charge under the center. The mice were free 
to run around. However an odd thing happened. 
The mice who got the brain injection retained 


the fear of stepping into the center of the 
box. They kept clear of the center of that 
room, sniffing and running around along 
the perimeter, where it ‘was safe. Those 
that could make use of their normal 
HomerAl had completely forgotten what 
had happened with the other room the 
previous day and ran around happily in the 
center, on the sides and everywhere else 
without worries. 

Dr. Diering has concluded that in that 
first day, all the mice created synapses that 
told the brain “be afraid of going in the center 
of the box.” During the night, the normal 
mice purged that fear using the HomerlA 
protein. But the injected mice had not 
had those “watch out” synapses from 
the day before removed. My _ guess 
is that in other matters that second 
day, they were also very high-strung and 
annoyed, expecting trouble at any time. The 
regular mice probably thought, what was wrong 
with these other mice? 

The moral of this story is, I think, that it is 
a good idea to get plenty of sleep to let your 
interior thunderstorms die down and slough 
off the proteins that will free you up from some 
of the nicks and cuts that happened the day 
before that aren’t that important.

explains why people who sleep only three 
hours a night can sometimes get so irritable 
and irrational. They haven’t given old Homer 
in there the time to sort things out and get on 
with the good and get rid of the bad. 

And as for what you choose to remember 
and forget, if you've been trying to 
follow the 10 Commandments, your brain, 
with this good moral compass, will get it all 
sorted out. 

Unanswered here, however, is the question 
of just how much stuff can we learn with our 
brains. If Homer sloughs off some synapses

Back in my college days, I recall an 
anthropologist telling us about the two 
scientists who went out into the African 
Savanna to watch the monkeys while they 
played. They got there very early in the 
-morning so as to see them sleeping in the 
2trees and then wake up to get going. They 


during the night but not all, there must be an 
ever-increasing amount of stuff kept in. Call 
that Wisdom. But is it a finite number? 

Some argue that, like any good hard drive, 
the amount we can retain is absolutely 
enormous—mind-boggling, if you will. But 
others point out that older people often seem 
to have reached the limit—and their brains 
get to keep, for example, the day they won 
first prize in the Environmental Essay 
Competition in third grade, but they can’t 
remember the name or face of the person 
sitting next to them at the dinner party who 
they are told they met last week. 

As far as creatures on this planet are 
concerned, it does seem to us humans. that 
practically everybody—the birds, snakes, 
raccoons, bears, countries at war and regular 
neighbors—all are awake during the day 
hunting, eating, striving, having sex, playing 
and working, but sleep at night. To a great

degree that is the case, though because we all 
are asleep and make that assumption, there are 
little noticed exceptions: nocturnal animals and 
animals who simply nap on and off all day and 
all night. 

But we’re up at the top, or near it. Scientists 
have learned that the percentage of REM 
sleep that humans get every night is far 
greater than almost any other creature, except 
the platypus. 

“The platypus is the champion [of REM 
sleepers]” said Dr. Jerome M. Siegel of the 
University of California at Los Angeles. 

It’s also true that we have bigger brains 
than all other creatures, even including the 
platypus. But there is a very wide variety of 
the amount of both total sleep and REM sleep 
amongst the mammals. 


2 waited in the bushes half an hour, then an 
hour, two hours, four hours, six hours, then 
went home, and the monkeys were still asleep 
in the trees. 
Humans average eight hours and were among 
the first creatures of our size to stop sleeping 
in trees. About 2 million years ago, clear fossil 
evidence suggests that our ancestors Homo 
Erectus began sleeping on the ground—and got 
more REM sleep if they did so in large groups. 

On the other hand, to this day gorillas create 
large sleeping nests by carefully gathering up 
branches and leaves to put on several strong 
boughs up in trees for a good night’s sleep. It’s 
not easy. 

Sleeping on boughs with interruptions from 
wind, birds, tree snakes and other primates 
does not allow for steady REM sleep. It is “like 
economy class on a plane,” researcher David R. 
Sampson noted.

The Beach Is Free for You, but for Your Car,

have had the same beach sticker on the back 

of my car for the past 10 years. It’s square, 
red and faded. It’s been there for 10 years for 
two reasons. One is that my car, a Tahoe, is 
10 years old. The other is that sometimes 
the town of East Hampton does things pretty 
special for the local residents here. 

Most towns on the East End require that you 
get a new sticker to go to the beach every year. 
There’s a fee. The fee covers the cost of making 
the sticker and enforcing that it be on the car 
in the required place. Maybe there’s something 
left over. 

There was a time out here when no towns or 
villages had beach stickers. There were about 
70 road-ends at the beaches. And you just went 
wherever you .wanted to. I think many of the 
older generation here remember those days. 
They went back to the very start of the time 
when people appeared in the Hamptons. First 
there were barefoot people, then people on 
horseback, then people in wagons and cars. But 
when cars began to overflow the lots, something 
had to be done. So came beach stickers. At a 
low price for the locals, a higher price for the 
visitors, and out of date every year. 


East Hampton decided on a different rule. For 
the locals, you get a sticker for free, and you 
get it just once—even if you move from one 
part of town to another. It’s good for as long 
as you own the car. They might have made it 
forever. But there’s no way to peel a sticker off 
one car and onto another. So, apologetically, 
they tell you that you have to get a new free one 
whenever you get another car. Can’t figure out 
another way. 


There have been occasions when 
people have made forged beach 
stickers that they sell to put on cars. 
Several have been caught doing it. 


This week, however, the East Hampton 


Trustees began to consider having a beach 


sticker, still free for the locals, which would 
have to be renewed every year. This would 
mean 10 trips to the Trustees in 10 years, not, 
for example, one. 

The cause of this was a piece of testimony 
that was issued in court by a group of locals 
who wanted to take ownership away from the

general public, which has been the law of the 
land since the King of England gave us that right 
back in 1686. This edict is challenged from time 
to time. They lost. But in the testimony, they 
pointed out that in the last 10 years more than 
3,000 stickers have been given out. So there 
are a huge number of people—these are the 
four-wheel drive vehicle stickers—who drive 
up and down the beach in front of their homes, 
blocking their view and, some argue, lowering 
the real estate values. : 

Are there really 3,000 people who have a 
sticker to drive up and down the beaches? Of 
course not. People move away. They sell their 
cars. They stop using the beach. There are lots 
of other reasons. Maybe 500 currently might be 
more accurate. But how would anyone know? 
The Trustees were now thinking that if they 
made it an annual free sticker, they’d then 
know how many people actually do drive on 
the beach. Or, maybe, they just wouldn’t like 
to know. What if it were too much? And what 
would be too much? Fodder for those trying 
to seize our beaches? They’re working on this. 
Maybe they should just leave everything alone. 
If it ain’t broke, don’t fix it. 

The person who unleashed beach stickers 
on the Hamptons was (Continued on next page) 
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a man named Frank Borth. This was during 
the Nixon years. All around the country, 
resorts were putting in beach driving stickers. 
Would we have to do that too? Maybe 
there was another way? Borth was a wise 
old owl in his day. He lived in a small house 
with a small horse pasture adjacent to Old 
Montauk Highway in Hither Hills, was a 
nationally known illustrator and was elected 
over and over to the Town Board. The Town 
gave the job to Borth to decide what to do 
about beach stickers. He spent months working 
on the problem. He came back with a solution. 
We'd need beach stickers. 


East Hampton decided on a different 
rule. For the locals, you get a sticker 
for free, and you get it just once— 
even if you move. 


You would have not imagined the confetti 
of beach stickers that resulted. Quogue had 
pink ones, Sag Harbor brown _ ones. 
Southampton Town orange ones, East 
Hampton Town blue ones, Southampton Town 
black ones. And that was just for the towns. 
Besides the towns there are five villages in 
the Hamptons, and each needed its own color. 
Further categories resulted in still further 
colors. Local residents, motel owners, summer 
residents, day-trippers. 
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The beach sticker that the Trustees 
are considering making just an an- 
nual affair, is not the regular beach 
parking sticker for locals. 


And that’s what we have today. 

It’s an intense thing. There have been 
occasions when people have made forged beach 
stickers that they sell to put on cars. Several 
have been caught doing it. Jail sentences and 
big fines result, as you might imagine. 

Now that I think about it, it’s possible | own 
the very first beach parking sticker in East 
Hampton, the one you buy for as long as you 
own your Car. 

In 1966, I bought a 1959 English two-seat 
sports car called a Triumph TR-3. When Frank 
authorized beach stickers six years later, | got 
one for this car. It’s still there, in my garage, on 
the windshield, put there just once, 46 years 
ago. I charge a small admissions fee to anyone 
who would like to look at it. 

Incidentally, the beach sticker that the 
Trustees are considering making just an annual 
affair, is not the regular beach parking sticker 
for locals, but the particular red beach stickers 
put on bumpers that identify a vehicle approved 
for beach driving. 

That’s only one of a flurry of 50 or more

@@ Some say the world will end in fire, / Some say 

in ice.” So begins Robert Frost’s famous poem 
“Fire and Ice.” This Saturday in Sag Harbor the world 
won't end—we’re not quite there yet—but these two 
extremes will come together in one unforgettable day 
at the 7th annual Sag Harbor HarborFrost. So come 
for the ice—carving demonstrations and sculptures 
along Main Street—and stay for the fire—jugglers, 
dancers and fireworks. 

_ The festivities begin at noon with the Culinary 
Stroll presented by the Sag Harbor Hysterical 
Society. Participants should meet at Il Capuccino at 
30 Madison Street. While you’re waiting for straggling 
strollers and in need of a conversation starter, 
take a look south, to the corner of Madison and 
Union. You’re looking at the place where, 240 years 
ago, a small skirmish between British loyalists and 
American patriots broke out at what is now called 
the Battle of Sag Harbor. When everyone is gathered 
and food is had, the stroll will continue, visiting 
many of the village’s restaurants and enjoying the 
festivities along Main Street.

A Brief History of the Sag Harbor Cinema

t is widely known that the iconic facade of the 

Sag Harbor Cinema and its lobby, along with 
several adjacent buildings on Main Street in the 
village, was destroyed when a fire swept through in 
the early morning of December 16. Less well known 
to some of our readers might be the long history of 
the place, which became the cultural center, smack 
in the middle of the village’s business district. From 
its beginnings as a vaudeville stage and burlesque 
theater, to its championing of independent and art 
house films, here is a short history of the 101 year- 
old space at 90 Main Street in Sag Harbor. 

The first theater to occupy the space, George’s 
Theater, built by George Kiernan, was opened 
in October, 1915. Local historian Dorothy 
Zaykowski reports that soon after opening, a 
notice went out to “all law-abiding people” to “decline 
from patronizing the place” because George’s 
Theater had defied Town Ordinance number 15 and 
was open on Sundays. 

In 1919 the theater was purchased by Marshall 
Seaton and reopened as the Elite Theater the same 
year. Its first full-length feature film was His Majesty, 
the American. 

In 1927, Mike Glynne, who owned other theaters 
throughout the East End, purchased the Elite 
Theater for an amount rumored to be between 
$35,000 and $45,000 and renamed it Glynne’s Sag 
Harbor Theater. On October 13, 1929 the theater 
presented Kitty, believed to be the first talkie shown 


on the East End. In September 1930, the theater 
was closed for six weeks while a new RCA 
Sound system was installed. 

By 1936 the theater had undergone a complete 
makeover, designed by famed theater architect 
John Eberson of New York at the cost of 
$25,000. The main auditorium was demolished 
and a new, fireproof steel and concrete building 
was erected. The new auditorium, complete 
with 600 seats, was essentially what one would 
see today. A new lobby and box office were 
also built. Interior design was completed by 
Kenny Studios and Rambusch Decorating 
Company of New York. It was at this time that 
the concave, arched facade was built and the 
18-foot long, Art Deco, red and blue neon “Sag 
Harbor” sign was added. The new theater

opened June 3, 1936 with the Shirley Temple The site of the famous facade 


classic Captain January. 

In May, 1978 independent and foreign film 
aficionado Gerald Mallow purchased the theater 
and renamed it Sag Harbor Cinema. Though he did 
remove some seats, bringing the new total to 480, the 
rest of the theater remained mostly unchanged. That 
summer the cinema screened a French film, Madame 
Rosa. To Mallow’s surprise 275 people came for the 
show, thus beginning a decades-long tradition of the 
cinema’s foreign film screenings. 

In May, 2004, the iconic neon Sag Harbor sign, 
which had adorned the building since 1936, weather- 
beaten, rusted and in need of serious repair, was 
taken down and set to be discarded. Sag Harbor 


residents Brenda Siemer and Joe Pintauro, however, 
spearheaded an effort to save the sign. After mounting 
a successful fundraising campaign, a replica of the 
sign was created and installed in October 2005. In 
2008 Mallow listed the theater for lease or purchase 
for $12 million, and again in 2014 for $14 million. 
While the theater’s facade was _ ultimately 
irreparably damaged by fire on December 16 and 
torn down, the Sag Harbor sign was spared and is 
now in storage. The theater itself was also spared, 
save for water and smoke damage. Sag Harbor now 
awaits the theater’s next iteration, and a new, highly 
anticipated page in the history of the village. ga

Cut squash 
horizontally to remove long neck 
from bulbous bottom. Cut bottom 
in half vertically and scoop out 
seeds with a spoon. Remove any 
large chunks of flesh attached to the 
seeds, but do not rinse seeds. Place 
seeds in a cup with 2 tablespoons of olive 
oil and stir to coat. 

Cut squash neck in half the long way. Slice 
neck and bottom halves into crescents about 1/4” 
thick. Place parchment paper on pans and coat 
with oil. Place squash slices on sheet pans. Then 


- turn all squash slices over, so both sides are oiled. 


Sprinkle squash with ground black pepper and place 
in the oven. 

Bake for 10 minutes, turn slices over, bake for 
about 10 minutes more. Remove pans from oven. 
Turn oven down to 350°. 

Spread seeds on a fresh sheet of parchment 
on one of the pans and salt liberally. Bake for 
10 minutes, turn seeds over and then bake for about 
10 more minutes, until lightly browned. Remove 
pan from oven and remove the parchment paper 
the seeds are on from the pan, so the seeds do not 
continue to cook.

Airy Post-and-Beam in Sag Harbor Village

f course, one of the wonderful things about 

Sag Harbor village’s housing stock are 
the ancient homes with tons of charm. But if a 
buyer prefers a more open style (let’s face it, 
our ancestors were more interested in being 
warm than in having huge open spaces), this barn- 
style post-and-beam, listed by Ryan Struble and 
Brendan Skislock of Douglas Elliman, is a great 
choice. The asking price of $1.998 million seems 
reasonable to us, given all the features of the place. 

It’s well-located, in the _ village proper 
and_ within walking distance to bay beaches. 
There’s a reasonable third-of-an-acre property, 
which includes a pool, pool house and even a 
koi pond. 

The barn style looks fresh to us, and the 
interiors have been_ recently renovated. 
The whitewashed beams are an attractive feature 
that aren’t too imposing. One drawback is the 
skimpy number of bedrooms: just three, along 
with 2.5 baths and two fireplaces in 2,750. square 
feet. Another nice touch is the private deck off 
the master suite overlooking the yard—perfect for 
morning coffee. 

As far as comps go, this property is squarely in the 
middle of prices in the area, so we think it’s fairly 
well priced. G&.

With the rental season just around the corner, we think it's important to share that effective January 1, 2008, in the town of Southampton, 
outside the incorporated village, a rental permit is required in order to lawfully rent your home. (Google - Ecode360 Southampton > Rental 
Permit > Chapter 270) 


In East Hampton, outside the incorporated village, without a rental registry number, it is unlawful and a violation of town code for any person or entity owning, renting, or 
leasing a rental property within the Town to rent, lease or permit the occupancy of such rental other than to the owner, or the owner’s immediate family. (Google - Ecode360 
East Hampton > Rental Registry > Chapter 199) 


The process for getting a rental permit for your home, while step-intensive, is not difficult to achieve by a homeowner. A fee based application process, along with an inspection 
of the home are a few of the required actions for obtaining a permit. The steps and applications are available on both the Southampton (www.southamptontownny.gov/171/ 
Forms-Applications) and East Hampton (www,ehamptonny.gov/374/Rental-Registry) websites. 


Another option for busy homeowners could be to hire a competent local expediter of your choice, who will help walk you through the steps and foresee (and help you to over- 
come) any potential obstacles. 


There are several reasons why it is So important to ensure your home has an up-to-date rental permit before renting your home. 


+ One of the main goals for issuing rental permits is to ensure the home is safe for habitation. Ensuring safety during your tenants stay is a prudent and honorable action, 
which behooves and benefits all homeowners. 


* Should a homeowner decide not to comply there could be penalties including fines up to 2 times the amount of rent received and possible jail-time. (E360.com > South- 
ampton > Rental Permits > Penalties for offenses 270-19) 


An owner may be forced to evict a tenant if the home is not conforming with local law, the tenant could, in-turn, sue for violating terms of a rental agreement. 


Insurance companies may balk at paying for damages caused by a tenant in an illegal rental situation and/or not pay for injury to the tenant.
